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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 2 and 4 are canceled claims. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As previously 
indicated in the Final Office action, Aoshima'542 does not teach or suggest present 
infrared absorbing dye to be used in his overcoat layer as required in present claim 1. 
Also, as previously indicated, Aoshima'542 does not teach or suggest present 
dissolution inhibiting compound to be used in his overcoat layer as required in present 
claim 5.
